The fire chief, discussing re- j 
placem ent costs, said, “ Even in 
sm all fires, where the firemen 
are able to confine the flam es 
to one room, it costs property 
owners two to three tim es as 
much to refurnish the burned- 
out areas as it did IO years 
ago.”

1. G reat dam age is caused by 
rubbish fires.

Such installations will pay 
for them selves out of savings 
in insurance prem ium s and as 
a result our conflagration areas 
will be elim inated. 


3. B asem ent 
fires 
are

hardest to fight.

reach the basem ent. 
Since a 
fires originate in basem ents, if, 
fires originatt in basem ents, if j 
these also were 
protected

autom atic sprinklers, fire losses I 
would be greatly reduced.

Report Tells How Schooling 
Helps Raise Low Incomes

A report on “ Raising Low Incomes Through Improved Educa­ 
tion'’ issued by the Committee for Economic Development has 
pinpointed areas of agreement in the High School District 214 
National Youth Corps project controversy. 
The NYC project was approved by the school board last week. 
Approval came after three meetings attended by 50 to IOO resi­ 
dents vigorously opposing the program or strongly supporting it. 
At the meeting last week a

Dr. Noecker said the Grand 
Portage caused the adventurers 
the 
most 
discomfort.

weren't hardened up yet, and 
we didn't have our methods as 
down pat as later in the trip, 
she said. 
U.S. Highway 61 cuts across 
the middle of the Grand Por­ 
tage, so the three travelers took 
their equipment there by auto, 
and made the first half of the 
portage from the lake unbur­ 
dened. 
One of Dr. Noeckers patients 
who was vacationing in north­ 
ern Minnesota picked up her 
car and delivered it to the Ash 
River where it was waiting for 
the canoeists four weeks later. 
“ The last half of the Grand 
Portage was pure m isery,“ Dr.

IT TOOK THE group two days

At the Height of Land between 
Rat Lake and South Lake the 
1 group achieved the status of 
Nor’westers. All waters north of 
this point flow to Hudson Bay 
and all waters south flow to 
the Great Lakes. Ancient fur 
traders initiated “ pork eaters” 
when they crossed the point for 
the first time, elevating them 
to Nor’westers. 
At Saganaga Lake David de­ 
cided to return home and joined 
some canoeists headed in to a 
nearby lodge. Dr. Noecker and 
Chris headed on to waters with 
such

38 portages with all of their 
equipment, ranging in distance 
from the nine-mile Grand Por­ 
tage to one of four rods. Three 
portages were made on “ m ar­ 
ine railroads,” tracks with small 
cars for 
carrying 
boats 
and 
canoes. 
Several 
times, 
rather 
than 
portaging 
around 
rapids, 
Dr. 
Noecker and Chris “decharg­ 
ed.” This fur-trader term de­ 
scribes leaving the canoe in the 
water 
and 
walking 
with 
it 
through rough 
water. 
During 
one decharging Dr. Noecker got 
a surprise when she stepped in­ 
to water over her head. 
The canoeists carried a com­ 
pass and watches, but usually 
relied on the sun. Time made 
little difference as they “ went 
to bed and got up with the 
sun.” Dr. Noecker said. They 
used the compass to check their 
directions only three times. 
They passed near Magnetic 
Lake which is supposed to con-1 
tain rocks that affect com pass-1 
es, but Dr. Noecker said their 
compass never wavered. 
ONLY ONE TIME did th e y 1 
find it necessary to backtrack, 
and Dr. Noecker said “ We knew 


where we were, but didn’t know 
we couldn’t get through.” They 
had missed a portage and end­ 
ed up following a 
dry 
river 
which set 
them 
back 
about 
three hours. 
The complete freedom from 
the outside world, and the op­ 
portunity to get closer to nature 
at its scenic best appealed to 
the canoeists. For the first two- 
thirds of the trip most of their 
contacts were with other ca- 
noesists, but 
from 
Basswood 
Lake to the end of the trip “ it 
was like Grand Central Station 
by comparison,” they said. The 
invasion of the wilderness by 
commercial lodges is bringing 
an unwanted 
change 
to 
the 
area, Dr. Noecker said. 
The trip was the fourth and 
longest in 
canoe 
country 
for 
Dr. Noecker. She has invited 
young people from the families 
of friends to accompany her 
and several have taken her up 
on it and become old hands at 
canoe travel. 
DR. NOECKER HAS prepa­ 
rations down to a science, and 
although this trip was planned 
last January, getting ready to 
go didn’t start until late July. 
She packed food for 27 days 
in individual packets for each 
day and each meal. 
Good use of instant foods and 
dehydrated foods gave the group 
a varied menu, and they also 
enjoyed such delicacies as piz­ 
za, gingerbread, pound cake and 
biscuits prepared over an open 
fire in a reflector oven. 
Walleyes and n o r t h e r n s 
caught by trailing a line with 
a fly behind the canoe supple­ 
mented the diet “ although we 
got sick of fish.” they said. All

Falcons Battle Titans 


YOUNG BASEBALL PLAYERS with the highest batting av­ 
erages are those most often exposed to injuries, according to a 
survey reported recently by the Aetna Life Insurance Company. 
Aetna Life, which writes accident insurance for the Babe Ruth 
Baseball League for 13-15 year-old boys, said that one of every 
three injuries reported last season involved base running. Play­ 
ers were hurt four times more often after they reached base than 
when they were at bat. 
The survey revealed that baseball is a relatively safe 
sport, however. The insurance company said that only two 
per cent of the boys covered in the 160.000-player international 
teenage baseball organization reported injuries last year. 
Other findings in the survey included: 
Overall, injuries occur about as often to the teams in the field 
as to the team at bat. Player collisions, which accounted for a 
fourth of all injuries, ranked second to base running as a leading 
cause. Pitched balls were third, with 16 per cent of total injuries. 
Injuries to the hands and wrists were the most frequent, 
amounting to about a fourth of all claims submitted. 
Head 
injuries and injuries involving the feet and ankles each ac­ 
counted for 20 per cent of those reported. Leg injuries made 
up 16 per cent of the total. 
Even coaches and officials were not immune. They accounted 
for one per cent of the claims. 
Aetna Life, whose policies also cover players enroute to and 
from games, said one of the worst injuries didn t occur on the 
diamond at all. It involved a boy riding his bicycle with his 
baseball shoes hanging from the handlebars. The shoes became 
entangled in the spokes, tumbling the young player to the pave­ 
ment.

National Dog Week . . . 
We are in the middle of a week in which we honor a watch­ 
dog. nursemaid, faithful companion, all these roles and more that 
are filled by the family dog. While one-third of all United States 
families today live in suburban areas, dogs are even luckier. 
Some 40 per cent of all licensed dogs live in Suburbia, with room 
for needed exercise and the expert care offered by suburban 
small animal hospitals. 
Most of today's 26 million dogs are sm arter, healthier and 
will have longer lives than the dogs of just 20 years ago. Credit 
for this goes to several sources, including the breeders who have 
improved the strains. Much credit is due to the 18 schools and 
colleges of veterinary medicine in the United States which, each 
year, add nearly 1,000 qualified veterinarians to the professional 
ranks of those who care for our animal population. 
Of that 1,000 some 60 to 65 per cent go into private prac­ 
tice with small animal clinics for which, following the popu­ 
lation trend, suburban areas . . . with their space and rela­ 
tive lack of congestion . . . are ideal locations. 
Many veterinarians are engaged in research. 
Few realize 
the significant contribution veterinary medicine has made, and 
is making, not only to the well-being of animals but to progress 
in solving many of the m ysteries of human disease. 
A major 
breakthrough, for which veterinary' medicine can be thanked, was 
the isolation of the cause of dread botulism, opening the way for 
the development of the entire modern canned food industry. 
It is indeed a week in which we can pay tribute to dogs and 
also to those who have something to do with them. Keep in mind, 
however, that as far as your dog is concerned, there are still 51 
more weeks in the year during which time care is needed.

Everyone is familiar with the 
major Dutch bulbs such as tu­ 
lips and daffodils. Few. how­ 
ever, have had the opportunity 
to become familiar with the 
small or minor bulbs. 
A visit to many of the com­ 
plete garden centers will find 
many of them on display with 
their unfamiliar and strange 
sounding names. These minor 
bulbs deserve more attention 
because they can extend 
the 
spring season of bloom. Some 
varieties bloom 
much 
earlier 
than the major bulbs and others 
later, even into June. 
In general, the minor bulbs 
are small in size; therefore, you 
should make a rough chart of 
your beds indicating where you 
have planted each variety. This 
will help to prevent you from 
grubbing them up out of sea­ 
son. 
FIRST OF THE 
minors to 
bloom, even before the crocus, 
is the yellow winter aconite or 
eranthis. During mild seasons, 
they may come up in early 
March. Since they are crocus­ 
sized blooms on three to four- 
inch 
stems, 
they 
should 
be 
planted close to where the ex­ 
pected viewer will stand. For 
the same reason, they should be 
planted in masses. 
While the winter aconite has 
been in gardens for over 300 
years, the chionodoa or glory of 
the snow is a newcomer that 
has been cultivated 
but 
80 
years. They can be distinguish­ 
ed from 
the Siberian squills 
which they resemble because 
the flowers face up revealing a 
white center. Sciilas face down­ 
ward and are of a deeper blue. 
Another small bulb that faces 
downward is the galanthus or 
snowdrop. Like the previously 
mentioned bulbs, the snowdrop 
blooms early in the season. 
Sometimes the green leaves will 
penetrate snow in late Febru­ 
ary or early March. 
ORNAMENTAL onions or a1 
Hums are a group of small 
bulbs that extend the b u l b 
blooming season into June .Over 
250 varieties are in existence. 
However, the dozen or so that 
are available locally have the 
distinction of having almost un­ 
pronounceable names. Some ex­ 
amples are: Allium karatavi- 
ensa, a short plant with a large 
white 
flower, 
ostrowskianum, 
rosenbachianum. aflatun e n s e, 
and albo-pilosum, a giant on­ 
ion with flowers twice the size 
of a soft ball. There s no doubt 
about it that easier to pro­ 
nounce names would increase 
the flowering onions. 
Authorities recommend plant­ 
ing depths of two to four inches 
for the small bulbs. The pre­ 
cise depth depends on the type 
of soil. Deeper planting is rec­ 
ommended in sandy soils and 
shallow7 planting for clay soils. 
For best effect, all the small 
bulbs 
should 
be 
planted 
in 
masses. About 20 to the square 
foot is about right. This is quite 
close planting when you consid­ 
er that a six to eight-inch spac- j 


ing is suggested for tulips and 
about four inches for crocus.

Vnti-Dropout Plan 
Needs Business Aid 


Northwest suburbs, in large part, 
have been uninformed and uninterested 
in the problem of high school dropouts. 
Community leadership has been slow to 
see the need for concern in a so-called 
area or affluence. 
Forty out of every IOO youngsters in 
the U.S. today will either fail to attend 
high school or drop out before they have 
finished. Projected to 1970. the number 
of unschooled, unskilled, and unemployed 
youth of the nation will number 7.500,- 
000. Nearly 200 students dropped out of 
District 214 schools last year. 
Students are leaving school for work 
reasons at exactly that point at which 
they are least able to compete in the 
i labor market. Lacking prepara- 
d skills, they will never be able to 
gain better than marginal employment. 
National attention has been riveted 
on the social and economic factors which 
I to this situation, but there is 
jnfulfilled void in the classroom 
lany schools are not satisfying 
outs.

The NYC project will help IOO young 
people < I) to earn needed income to en­ 
able them to continue their education, 
and (2) offer an individualized school 
program through a federally-subsidized 
program of testing, counseling, selected 


school experiences, and supervised part­ 
time work experiences. 
In a series of special public meetings, 
the board and administration convinced 
even the most skeptical that such a pro­ 
gram was a sound and necessary contri­ 
bution to maintaining the excellence of 
our schools. 
The substitute proposal which the 
board has agreed to support calls for 
local business and industry to develop 
placement and counseling services to 
combat the dropout problem as well as 
to train and orient the student into the 
business community. 
Under this program, the high school 
will work jointly with a business-indus- 
try committee to provide an “intelli­ 
gently-programmed placement and coun­ 
seling service.” Additional students, not 
covered by the NYC, will be available 
when the local program is ready to start. 
As soon as it proves itself, students can 
be transferred out of the federal pro­ 
gram to the local project. Meanwhile, 
the NYC is ready to go. 
The youth corps, intended only for 
students who are economically deprived, 
is but one approach. The support and 
participation of business is indispensable 
to other anti-dropout efforts. Such co­ 
operation is warranted not only because 
business has an interest in the supply of 
labor but also because it has a unique 
ability to do something important for 
the community. 
Finding solutions to the school drop­ 
out dilemma will require the mobiliza­ 
tion of all community resources, indus­ 
trial as well as educational.

During his campaign for governor, 
Percy had favored open occupancy but 
had opposed state legislation on the sub­ 
ject. “I urged action to eradicate dis­ 
crimination in housing but I argued that 
laws were not the most effective means 
to combat discrimination,” he told the 
editors. 


Then he continued: “Since the elec­ 
tion . . . it has become abundantly clear, 
and I have reluctantly concluded, that a 
majority of persons engaged in the sale 
or rental of housing are either unable or 
unwilling to adopt an effective fair hous­ 
ing code. 


“Therefore, if the General Assembly 
does NOT pass some form of residence 
legislation, there will Ije no effective 
el fort to eliminate the evil of discrimina­ 


tion in housing in our state. For these 
reasons, I now favor the enactment of a 
bill which will effectively strike at dis­ 
crimination in real estate.” 
The accuracy of Percy’s assessment 
of the situation has been strikingly con­ 
firmed by the experience of two Negro 
teachers in Elk Grove schools. 
They were hired last spring by the 1 
administration and school board because 
of their outstanding qualifications. “We 
are fortunate they chose our district,” 
Supt. Roger Bardwell said. 
It seems reasonable to assume that 
teachers so highly regarded in their pro­ 
fession would be deemed desirable ten­ 
ants. But they have been refused wher­ 
ever they have gone, and are now wait­ 
ing for a vacancy to open up next month 
in apartments built by Centex Corp., the 
developers of Elk Grove Village. 
Advocates of voluntary p r o g r e s s 
against housing discrimination h a d a 
perfect opportunity here to take one 
small step forward. They failed to do it. 
Chuck Percy was right. 


Ethics in Springfield 


Illinois voters have not forgotten the 
sensational reports of tape recorded con­ 
versations, purportedly between lobby­ 
ists discussing legislative bribery, which 
shook Springfield last spring. 


Now a Senate committee has been 
named to investigate the apparent scan­ 
dal revealed by the tapes. A counterpart 
committee has been named by the House. 
An additional Senate group is being 
formed to investigate and recommend 
safeguards against conflict of interest. 


State legislatures in general, and the 
Illinois legislature in particular, h a v e 
been near the bottom of the totem pole 
in public esteem among all legislative 
bodies. 


Major responsibility for this lies with 


the legislatures themselves. Traditional­ 
ly, they are the judge of their members’ 
qualifications and set their own stand­ 
ards of conduct. 
In Illinois, the two houses have fail­ 
ed to quiet reports of corruption which 
persist from one .session to the next. 
Members of the legislature have openly 
served private interests doing business 
with the state. 
State lawmakers have not been bash­ 
ful in asserting the importance of state’s 
rights and their own functions. If they 
want the public to take them seriously, 
they must leave no doubts as to their 
honesty and single-minded devotion to 
duty. 
This is the challenge faced by the 
legislative study groups in Illinois.

$3,000 as supervisor, $2,400 as 
G.A. administrator, and $1,197 
as treasurer of the road and 
bridge fund. 
That comes to 
$6,597. In 1964-65 the pay was 
again over $6,500. 
In Pala­ 
tine the pay for 1964-65 fiscal 
year was $5,050 and in Elk 
Grove it was $5,324. 
Remember this: none of the 
supervisors or any other town 
officials do all the work them­ 
selves. 
Much of the work is 
done by office help. 
Does anyone besides the of­ 
ficeholder himself or his bos­ 
om buddies think he should 
get that kind of money for 
doing 
less 
work 
than 
any 
given village president, trus­ 
tee or school or park board 
member? 
Clerks are getting $2,000 or 
more a year in such towns as 
Palatine, Wheeling and 
E l k 
Grove. 
That's for a few Sat­ 
urdays’ work and a few eve­ 
nings. (Most of the voter reg­ 
istration is done by the office 
help.) 
ASSESSORS’ 
salaries 
are 
based on a town’s population. 
In Wheeling the assessor now 
gets 
$6,400 
but 
is 
seeking 
$7,500, the maximum allowed 
for that township. 
He des­ 
cribes his job as “ tough." 
Poor boy. 
In Palatine and 
Elk Grove the assessors are 
getting their m a x i m u m s , 
$7,500. 
Collectors 
in 
Cook 
County get $10,000 a year. Not 
bad for a few months of work 
each year. 
Highway commissioners for 
the three townships get from 
$6,900 to $8,000 a year. Again, 
not bad for part-time duties. 
Of course a highway commis­ 
sioner is on call for all sorts 
of emergencies. 
Poor fellow 
has to get up from a warm 
bed on snowy nights and call 
out his workers to plow the 
streets. Might happen IO or 12 
times a year. (In villages the 
public w?orks directors work 
full time, have more duties 
and get very few more dollars 
for their efforts.) 
IT'S TIME FOR the people 
to start going en masse to 
their general town meetings 
in April and see that salary 
appropriations for elected offi­ 
cials are cut. 
Residents of 
villages s h o u l d especially 
want to do this since town 
government is of little worth 
to them. 
If town officials argue that 
qualified candidates for this 
expensive government would 
not run for lower sums, tell 
them that this isn’t the exper­ 
ience this area has had with 
villages, schools or parks. 
As a general observation, I 
would say the officials of the 
other bodies are as competent 
and dedicated as any town of­ 
ficial. 
And, to repeat myself, 
they are more hard working 
than town officials ever will 
be.

worker must show by evidence 
that he is the father of the 


child and was living with or 
contributing to the support of

ANOTHER provision

widows or dependent widowers 1 
to continue getting benefits on 
their deceased spouse’s earn­
